WASHINGTON A software contractor for 
the government’s troubled new health 
care website said Thursday that his com- 
pany warned officials about performance 
risks before it opened Oct. i, saying there 
was too little time for system testing. 

But the lead contractor, CGI Federal, 
expressed confidence at a congressional 
hearing that problems with the website 
at the center of President Obama’s sig- 
nature domestic policy would be fixed 
in time for millions of people without 
health insurance to sign up by Jan. i. 

Andrew Slavitt, executive vice presi- 
dent with the parent of Quality Software 
Services Inc, a unit of health insurers 
UnitedHealth Group, testified that his 
company told the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Services about concerns 


involving testing the healthcare.gov 
website. 

“We expressed all of those concerns 
and risks,” Slavitt said at the House Ener- 
gy and Commerce Committee, without 
immediately elaborating on what those 
concerns were and who specifically he 
warned. 

“We didn’t see the full integrated end- 
to-end system integrated testing . . . until a 
couple of days leading up to the launch,” 
Slavitt said. “Months would be nice.” 

QSSI, whose responsibilities include 
the software tool that allows visitors 
to healthcare.gov to create accounts, 
blamed the site’s early bottlenecks on a 
late decision by officials to require ac- 
count creation before visitors could de- 
termine their eligibility for subsidies and 
see plan information. 


The firms described a situation in 
which each had a part in developing 
healthcare.gov, but said it was the re- 
sponsibility of CMS to oversee the 
integration of the complex system of 
government databases and insurance in- 
formation. 

The testimony to a committee of 
the House of Representatives marked 
the first full-length pubHc airing for the 
troubled rollout of the federal online ex- 
change, or marketplace. 

Lawmakers are trying to determine 
why the online portal for uninsured 
Americans in 36 states has malfunc- 
tioned since its Oct. i start, the begin- 
ning of a six-month enrollment period 
that is expected to draw at least 7 million 
people to sign up for federally subsidized 
private insurance for 2014.

Jennifer Solberg had a good reason to reschedule our 
morning photo shoot at Rhine Hall, the West Town dis- 
tillery she owns with her father, Charlie. 


It’s a family affair at this new 
West Town brandy distillery 



She had to make an emergency trip to Michigan to 
pick up 7,300 pounds of Gala, McIntosh and Cortland 
apples from Bixhy Orchards, load them into an 18-foot 
truck and make it hack to Chicago before noon. If she 
didn’t pick up the fruit, Rhine Hall wouldn’t be able to 
distill any apple brandy that week. 

Solberg’s willingness to do any job— even driving 
across state lines at 4 a.m. in a downpour— is indicative 
of the all-for-one work ethic that’s turned her family’s 
distilling hobby into a new business. The distillery which 
opens Nov 2 with a small tasting room inside, is the first 
in the city to focus on apple brandy and the Italian grape- 
based brandy called grappa. 

“Our reason for opening isn’t because distilleries are 
hot right now” Solberg, 25, of Bucktown, said. “We’re not 
making another vodka, gin or whiskey It’s not because 
we don’t like that product, it’s just because our experi- 
ence is in apple brandy” 

Chicago has welcomed a handful of boutique distill- 
eries within the past year— notably CH Distillery in the 
West Loop and Letherbee Distillers in Ravenswood— 
but none has staked its claim on brandy 

It’s a spirit for which the Solbergs have a technical 
knack and a long-standing personal affection. After play- 
ing ice hockey for Dartmouth College, Charlie Solberg 
continued to play for a professional team in Austria, 
raising his family in the southern portion of Germany 
(Rhine Hall is named for the ice rink where he played.) 
There, the Solbergs were introduced to what the locals 
called obstler, also known as apple eau de vie or apple 
brandy 

“In that region of Austria, they have the most abun- 
dant source of apples,” Jennifer Solberg said. “It’s legal 
over there for everyone {not just licensed distillers] to 
have these {stills}. We were all introduced to distilling 
and the culture over there and enjoying these very hand- 
crafted spirits. It became the family hobby” 

Making brandy remained only a hobby until Septem- 
ber 2012, when Solberg decided the timing was right for 
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Nice wheels 

Before the Solbergs purchased a higher-volume chopping machine, they used this vintage 
Schwinn exercise bike to do the job. Their homemade apparatus uses a leather belt connect- 
ed to a crank to turn a blade, which chops apples manually fed into the machine. To see re- 
porter Kate Bernot give the bike a spin at the distillery, go to redeyechicagoxom/rhinehall. 



her to move from San Francisco, where she had 
worked in sales and marketing, to become a 
partner in the distillery with her father. While 
her aunt, her brother-in-law and her other four 
siblings all have assisted in creating Rhine Hall 
in various ways, Solberg is the only one who has 
financially partnered with her father, Rhine 
Hall’s master distiller. 

“We sat down as a family and said, ‘We know 
we can make a quality product, it’s just a matter 
of if we want to make a business of this.’ Every- 
one else in the family was doing other stuff I 
was like, ‘Man, Eve just got to go for it,’ ” Sol- 
berg said. 

They unanimously decided on Chicago, 
not only because Charlie’s family is from the 
North Shore, but because of the strength of 
the community of artisans here. 

“The sense of the loyalty in Chicago is, I 
think, what’s really special about coming back 


here to start this,” Solberg 
said. 

The Solbergs do real- 
ize that brandy isn’t 
Chicago’s go-to spirit, 
which is why educating 
people in the tasting 
room is a priority 

“People need to go 
in and experience the 
spirit, versus just hearing 
about it being made,” Sol- 
berg said. 

The tasting room greets visi- 
tors stepping through the front doors 
on a quiet stretch of Fulton Street that’s home 
to stained glass artists, a chic textiles store and 
an antique auto body restoration shop. The 
room’s walls are stark white, save for a large 
abstract painting by Solberg’s sister, Lisa, an 


L.A.-based artist. South-facing 
windows let in afternoon sun- 
light, with the beams skip- 
ping across the custom 
copper-plated still, the fo- 
cal point behind the bar’s 
glass wall. The entire 
room smells like apples. 

When REine Hall 
opens Nov 2, it will pour 
Rhine Hall’s clear, unaged 
apple brandy— made com- 
pletely from apples without the 
addition of neutral spirits— fol- 
lowed within the month by grappa and 
an oaked apple brandy Though Solberg recom- 
mends sipping the spirits straight, Rhine Hall 
also will have a menu of two or three cocktails 
that incorporate cider or syrups from Madison, 
Wis.-based Quince & Apple. If visitors like 


what they taste, bottles of the brandy will be 
available for purchase at the distillery and soon 
will be distributed to bars and retail shops. 

“I’ve started working with some bartenders 
and mixologists. Getting into those cocktail 
venues and bringing more awareness to the 
product is really the way to do it,” Solberg said. 

She imagines incorporating the brandy into 
Old Fashioneds, gin-based drinks and hot tod- 
dies, which sound especially enticing given the 
arrival of fall weather. 

Once Rhine Hall has apple and grape bran- 
dy production under its belt, Solberg said it’s 
only a matter of time before they branch out 
into other types of brandy 

‘A city inspector who came in here was talk- 
ing about his abundant mulberry trees on the 
South Side of Chicago and I’m like, ‘We could 
make an alcohol out of that!’ ”

Chicago designer debuts on Rihanna’s 'Styled to Rock’

Latex is much more versatile than you think; 

just ask Laura Petrielli-Pulice. 

The Chicago-based designer brings her 
latex clothing to Bravo’s new reality com- 
petition series, “Styled to Rock.” Superstar 
singer Rihanna serves as executive producer 
for the show, which debuts at 7 p.m. Friday 
on Bravo. 

Petrielli-Pulice started her Vex Clothing

“I take a lot of my references from 
the runway shows— colors, styles, 
what’s in— and just relate that 
into the latex end of it,” Petrielli- 
Pulice said.

“When I was in high

After being urged by a 
friend to put on a fashion 
show at a club in New 
York, she sewed an entire 
latex collection over a break, 
taking the first steps toward 
her line. When she returned 


to Chicago after graduating, she officially 
launched Vex. 

“Chicago isn’t really known for fashion, 
but I knew I could break out in the fetish 
world fairly easily” Petrielli-Pulice said. 
“That’s how I started down that road, but I 
wanted to do the mainstream industry for 
sure. The show is helping me go that route.” 

Though based in Chicago, Petrielli-Pulice 
doesn’t sell her line in any stores in the city. 
Vex mainly operates online at vexclothing. 
com and through custom orders. Her de- 
signs have been featured in W Magazine and 
Italian Vogue. 

“Styled to Rock” follows a model similar 
to “Project Runway,” but each week 
the contestants have to create a 
look for the celebrity guest. Miley 
Cyrus, Khloe Kardashian, Kelly 
Osbourne, Kid Cudi and more will 
appear in the first season. 

Pharrell Williams, model Erin 
Wasson and Mel Ottenberg, 
Rihanna’s stylist, serve as mentors 
to the 12 designers on the show, all 
chosen by Rihanna. 

“I watch all the fashion 
competition shows. This 
one is definitely different 
and interesting,” Petri- 
elli-Pulice said. “I think 
people are going to enjoy 
it for sure. {There are] a 
lot of crazy characters.” 

The winner of “Styled 
to Rock” receives a 
fashion feature in 
Glamour magazine, 
a chance to be- 
come a member 
of Rihanna’s 
design team 
and $100,000 
in cash.

No, that isn’t the name of the unidenti- 
fied sailor (Robert Redford) whose boat is 
violently poked by a shipping container 1,700 
nautical miles from the Sumatra Straits. (Of 
course I knew that was in the middle of the 
Indian Ocean. Who told you I was awful at 
geography?) He’s everyone— a sole represen- 
tative for human existence, fighting the odds 
and seeing that it’s not over until it’s over. 

At least, that’s my take. Writer/director 
J.C. Chandor (“Margin Call”) wisely refrains 
from awkward backstory or forced emotion 
(looking at you, “Gravity”), so it’s merely an 
interpretation to say that the man’s wedding 
ring and boat (named “Virginia Jean”) suggest 
that he has set off alone, testing his limits 
or running away after the loss of his wife. 

The opening scene features a voiceover of 
the man reading what he intends as his last 
words, the inevitable regrets of a person dy- 
ing in unforeseen circumstances. 

Needless to say, these are extreme condi-

tions. If going on a dangerous solo jour- 
ney, amends probably are best handled in 
advance. Redford’s lone seaman is a man of 
few words, at least in terms of not exclaim- 
ing, “Oh, {bleep}!” when turning to his right 
and seeing a bitch of a storm a-brewin’. 
Rarely does he verbalize his feelings, and 
Redford capably holds attention in a nearly 
wordless film likely to garner him an Oscar 
nomination— because that’s often the 
case with isolated acting jobs like this. (I 
was less taken with “Life of Pi” and more 
impressed by James Franco in “127 Hours,” 
FYI.) 

With minimal information and multiple 
near-devastations, ‘All is Lost” sometimes 
conveys a sense of “what else can go hor- 
ribly wrong?” or that it contains valuable 
info should viewers ever find themselves in a 
similar situation. (Here’s hoping they don’t.) 
Others will see the continual destruction and 
resurrection of a life through the experience 
of a tormented traveler who, among other 
things, displays the value of lip balm. Never 
hurts to have just in case.

Go fork yourself, 
food documentary 


The associations 
that director Joseph 
Levy makes in the 
outrageously insult- 
ing documentary 
“Spinning Plates” 
can’t be deliberate. 
No filmmaker would 
correlate a family restaurant burning down to 
a world-renowned chef battling cancer and 
chalk it all up to adversity No decent person 
would salute the University of Chicago 
hospital in saving Alineawunderkind Grant 
Achatz’s life and then parallel the chefs at 
struggling Tucson restaurant La Cocina de 
Gabby as they decide to make breakfast 
tacos to entice additional customers. And 
no self-respecting documentarian should let 
Achatz (also of Next and the Aviary) claim 
that there’s no difference between his ultra- 
expensive, endlessly acclaimed restaurant 
and a humble diner simply because they all 
have the same core goal. 

In fact, I’m almost surprised Levy didn’t 
capture the good ol’ folks of 8 -month-old La 
Cocina de Gabby or Breitbach’s, a country 
dining restaurant so old it pre-dates its 
hometown, feebly attempting to pronounce 
molecular gastronomy “Spinning Plates” may 
as well be ‘Apples and Oranges: The Movie,” 
but it unfolds as if its comparisons aren’t 
both absurd and condescending. 

But wait, you could be saying, maybe 
this doc exists to challenge the subjective 
notion of “the best” restaurant. Maybe the

film addresses the mundane but legitimate 
point that food means a lot to many different 
people. No. 

Achatz emphasizes his father’s rural 
restaurant and salutes the community that 
comes from a group folks coming together, 
knowing each other and each other’s orders. 
So why did he depart from a place that feels 
like home to a restaurant that very deliber- 
ately wants to feel like nothing you’ve ever 
experienced (and insists on presenting food 
like a tree)? 

Other than letting Achatz note his father’s 
alcoholism. Levy neglects to probe for the 
answer. He attempts shots that speak to the 
art of food, but the (potentially uninten- 
tional) implied judgment dwarfs everything 
on screen. Achatz enjoys creating olive oil 
lozenges and delivering pine needle aromas 
in a pillow under a plate; an employee at 
Breitbach’s claims raspberry pies have a 
mind of their own and she just can’t nail 
their preparation. 

Somewhere in “Spinning Plates” could be 
a few separate nightly news human interest 
pieces or “Top Chef” expositional material. 
As a documentary full of restaurant own- 
ers raving about themselves, it should make 
viewers sick and angry— the exact opposite 
of Achatz’s goal of leaving people with full 
stomachs and a smile on their faces.

It happens as super-white Irving goes 
to a strip club, attended exclusively by black 
women watching black men dance, and strips 
to his tighty-whiteys. 

What never happens is “Bad Grandpa” 
capturing any moments that shed light 
on the people being pranked, a la “Borat.” 
Instead, “Bad Grandpa” lazily follows the 
standard of “Bad Santa” and “Bad Teacher” 
by considering how an ordinary appropri- 
ate person would act and then having the 
character do the opposite.

It’s the season of the 
stranded film this fall

When Tom Hanks released “Cast Away” in 
2000, he was all alone in more ways than one. 
Playing a man stuck for years on a remote is- 
land, the Oscar winner was helping to bring 
back a genre, the so-called stranded film, that 
hadn’t had a major entry in five years (since 
Hanks’ own ‘Apollo 13”). 

Now the actor can be seen in another nauti- 
cally themed marooned movie, “Captain Phil- 
lips.” Only this time Hanks’ story of isolation 
has plenty of company 

The stranded film, which Hollywood has re- 
turned to intermittently since the form came 
into its own in the mid-20th century is back 
with a vengeance. Director Paul Greengrass’ 
“Captain Phillips,” which opened last weekend 
to strong reviews and more than $25 million 
in box office, is one of nearly a dozen movies 


this fall— including Alfonso Cuaron’s current 
smash, “Gravity” and an assortment of up- 
coming releases— about a person marooned 
far from where (or who) they want to be. 

Unlike many past iterations, characters in 
this go-round are fighting not only for their 
physical survival— though that’s often the 
case— but against emotional, racial and even 
spiritual forces. The result is a complex spin on 
a familiar genre, and one that may offer a tell- 
ing cultural snapshot. 

Among the current and upcoming releases 
with a clear-cut stranded concept are Steve 
McQueen’s antebellum drama “12 Yesis a 
Slave”; Spike Lee’s action remake “Oldboy” 
about a man held captive in a motel room for 
20 years; and J.C. Chandor’s man-at-sea tale 
‘All is Lost.” (These films, it should be said, 
follow similarly themed movies, such as the 
shipwrecked drama “Life of Pi” last year and 
mountain-climber-rescue pic “127 Hours” in 
2010.) 


More figuratively the definition of stranded 
cinema could be expanded to include tales of 
spiritual and emotional isolation, in which he- 
roes function as castaways even when they’re 
surrounded by crowds of people. 

That list: Ben Stiller’s loner dramedy “The 
Secret Life of Walter Mitty” Ridley Scott’s 
morality-play thriller “The Counselor,” Jason 
Reitman’s literary drama “Labor Day” (about 
a woman cut off from the outside world by an 
escaped convict and her own haunting memo- 
ries) and Spike Jonze’s piece of techno-whimsy 


“Her.” 

Jonze’s film, about a lonely man (foaquin 
Phoenix) who falls in love with a digital op- 
erating system, will, like “Mitty” go wide on 
Christmas Day providing a bookend to what’s 
shaping up as the season of the stranded. 

“We are seeing a lot of these,” agreed Mc- 
Queen when asked about the glut. “I think 
with a lot of the news coming at us in news- 
papers these days, there’s a feeling sometimes 
that we’re helpless,” he said. “{Stranded} sto- 
ries like this help us feel like we’re not alone.”
